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Resume Settlement Try 
Trains Back on Tracks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
trains hauled freight to factories and 
commuters to their jobs today after 
striking signalmen ended a two-day na­ 
tionwide railroad shutdown under orders 
from Congress and the White House. 
President 
Nixon’s 
chief 
rail 
labor 
troubleshooter, Assistant Secretary 
of 
Labor W.J. Usery, immediately resumed 
efforts to settle the wage dispute and pre­ 
vent another walkout when the special 
strike-stopping law passed by Congress 
expires Oct. 1. 
Usery met with strike leader C. J 
Chamberlain and planned meetings with 
rail industry negotiators later. 
Congress granted a partial pay raise in 


ordering the strikers back to work under 
-the special law Nixon signed Tuesday 
night but the rest of a proposed 42-month 
package remains to be negotiated. 
Chamberlain, president of the AFL-CIO 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signalmen, sent 
out an order shortly after midnight to the 
13.000 members to return to their jobs. 
Labor Secretary James D Hodgson said 
it probably would be 24 hours before full 
service was in effect, but Chamberlain said 
restoration “ should be well along by 
morning " 
The signalmen’s union, which represents 
only two per cent of the nation’s 5 00,000- 
member railway labor force, struck the rail 
system Monday morning in a dispute over 


wages. Their picket lines were honored by 
other unions and almost all service was 
halted. 
Congress quickly enacted a measure 
Tuesday giving the signalmen a 13.5 -per­ 
cent wage hike and ordering a halt to the 
walkout until at least Oct. 1. President 
Nixon signed the measure about 10:30 p.m. 


The short-lived strike had its effects on 
commerce.

Troop Decision Is Nearing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, 
in an initial victory for President Nixon 
on an issue still undecided, rejected 
today a plan for a phased cutback of 
U.S. forces in Europe unless East-West 
talks begin promptly on mutual troop 
withdrawals. 
The vote to reject was 63 to 26. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate efforts 
to force a 50 per cent reduction of U.S. 
troops in Europe headed toward a com­ 
promise today that—if successful—would 
phase the cuts over three years and tie 
them to future U.S. -Soviet talks on mu­ 
tual withdrawals. 
Senate sources said Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, author of the 
troop cut proposal, is throwing his support 
behind the revised proposal by Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson D-Wis. 
Mansfield said he is still studying the 
Nelson amendment which earlier he called 
“ the most attractive of all’’ alternatives. 
Mansfield’s comments, as the Senate 
met for a long day of showdown action on 
Mansfield’s proposal for a 50 per cent cut 
in 
this 
country’s 
300,000-man 
troop 
strength in Europe, marked the first 
break 
in 
his 
“ no compromise’’ 
po­ 
sition on substitute proposals. 
It 
raised 
a strong 
possibility that 
Mansfield would agree to soften his 
position—and thereby increase the chance 
that the Senate might enact a Europe troop 
cut proposal. 
Nelson’s revised proposal is due for the 
day’s first vote. 
It substitutes a gradual reduction over 
the next three years for Mansfield’s 
proposal to require a cut in troop strength 
to 15 0,000 on Dec. 31, 1971, and provides 
that the first reduction, to 25 0,000 by June 
30,197 2, would be suspended if East-West 
talks on mutual reductions begin by the 
end of 1971. 
Additional reductions in U.S. troops 
would be to 200,000 by June 30,1973, and to 
15 0,000 by June 30,1974.

reduction schedule but provided that they 
would not be put into effect Dec. 31 if East- 
West talks began by Sept. 30. 
The new version attempts to deal with 
the proposal last week by the Soviet Union 
for troop reduction talks as well as with 
criticism that a 50 per cent cut less than 
eight months from now would be too 
precipitated. 


Before the vote, an Associated Press 
count showed 42 senators opposed to the 
Mansfield amendment, 36 firmly for or 
leaning toward it, and 22 undecided. 
Mansfield’s plan and the alternatives 
were offered as amendments to a bill 
extending for two years the draft law due 
to expire June 30. 


After the troop question is decided, the 
Senate turns to an amendment by Sen. 
Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., extending the 
draft just one year. 
The same draft bill also is expected to be 
the vehicle for the year’s major debate on 
U.S. policy in Indochina. Antiwar senators 
plan to offer an amendment cutting off 
funds for U.S. participation in the war at 
the end of the year. 


Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, 
ranking Republican on the Armed Services 
Committee, said adoption of the Mansfield 
amendment would “ be a giant step 
backward for both mankind and the nation 
because 
it 
would 
signify 
the 
re­ 
linquishment of United States leadership in 
the free world.’’ 


Growers and processors of perishable 
foods sought to divert their produce to 
trucks but many reported only partial suc­ 
cess. 
The walkout also affected the stock 
market. The New York Stock Exchange 
dropped sharply Monday, rose slightly at 
midday Tuesday but closed 2.74 points 
down in the Dow Jones averages. 
And it again brought cries - and a 
promise of congressional hearings—for 
new legislation to deal with emergency 
strikes in rail and other transportation in­ 
dustries. 
Nixon said the “ situation underscores 
the need for the Congress to consider 
immediately the permanent legislation 
which I have twice proposed for resolving 
such 
disputes 
without 
separate 
congressional action in each instance.’’ 
Nixon’s proposal would abolish the 45- 
year-old Railway Labor Act and bring rail 
and airline disputes under the Taft-Hartley 
law. It also would allow the president to 
extend for 30 days the 8 0-day Taft-Hartley 
cooling-off injunction; set up a panel to 
determine whether selective strikes were 
feasible, or name a neutral party to choose 
either a union’s or management’s last 
offer as a binding settlement. 
Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams, D-N.J., 
chairman of the Senate Labor Committee, 
pledged to begin hearings on various pro­ 
posals for permanent strike legislation 
next month. 
Chamberlain criticized Congress for its 
action, saying, “ We regret that Congress 
has once again felt it necessary to intervene 
in a railroad labor-management dispute. 
“ This is another case where the railroad 
industry was rescued by Congress,’’ he 
said. 
' And he said the strike could be renewed 
Oct. 1 “ if the railroad industry does not 
fulfill its responsibility during the exten­ 
sion period.’’ 
The retroactive wage hike voted by 
Congress 
covers 
the 
16 
months the 
signalmen have been without a contract 
during negotiations under the Railway 
Labor Act. 
The period until Oct. 1 will be used to 
negotiate the rest of a 42-month contract. 
The union is asking for a total of 5 1.8 per 
cent in pay hikes above the current $3.78 
average hourly wage. Other rail unions 
have received 43 per cent in recent 
negotiations. 
The congressional end-the strike legis­ 
lation came after the Senate agreed to 
the House wage-hike figure of 13.5 per cent 
instead of its 17 per cent. The House, in 
turn, took the Senate’s Oct. 1 date in place 
of its July 20 proposal.

Missouri Pacific's 
Trains On Schedule 
Polluter' s ' Bailout' 
Bill Gets House Nod 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad’s morning 
train through Sedalia was on schedule 
Wednesday after an emergency law signed 
by President Nixon Tuesday night ordered 
striking signalmen back to their posts. 
Congress’ hastily drawn up law gave 
13,000 
members 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signalmen a 13.5 
per cent wage hike. 
MoPac began recalling its crews at 
midnight Tuesday even before the strike 
was ended. 
However, the shops in Sedalia were still 
not in operation Wednesday morning. 
Harry 
Hammer, 
a 
spokesman 
for 
Missouri Pacific in St. Louis, told The 
Democrat-Capital Tuesday that 175 jobs at 
the repair shops in Sedalia had been 
temporarily abolished. 
Notices were posted at the shops here 
and at other locations. “ All these notices 


mean is that the repair shops will be closed 
until further notice,’’ he said. 
One reason for the action was a slow­ 
down in materials coming out of the shops 
as a result of the strike. He indicated, 
however, that the shops may be back on 
schedule by the first of next week. 
MoPac serves 12 states in the south and 
southwest. Supervisory personnel had kept 
some of the trains in operation to prevent 
railyard bottlenecks in cities it serves. 
The two-day strike began to cripple the 
nation’s

and 
prompted 
the 
passage of the back-to-work law 
by 
Congress. 
The strike also forced an embargo on 
second and third class bulk mail and also 
parcel post, but Postmaster Maurice 
Hogan reported Wednesday morning the 
embargo had been lifted. 
Normal delivery has been resumed, 
Hc^an said. 


JEFFERSON QTY, 
Mo. (AP) - The 
Missouri House today passed a bill de­ 
signed to help bail out those industries 
and local governments the state may order 
to quit polluting the air or water. 
The 
measure would set up a five-member State 
Environmental Improvement Authority 
with power to issue bonds and build or buy 
anti-pollution 
devices 
for 
lease 
to 
individuals, industries or local political 
subdivisions. 
Rep. Robert Branom, D-Hillsdale, said 
some industries or government entities 
might not have the ready capital or credit 
to purchase their own devices but would be 
able to pay rent on such equipment if it was 
made available to them. He said a similar 
operation is working well in Ohio. 
Rep. (jeorge Murray, R-Creve Coeur, 
said 
he 
opposed 
it 
because 
state 
government 
already 
has 
too 
many 
authorities. 


He said he recognized the need for some 
way to help prevent pollution but he didn’t 
think this bill was the proper vehicle. 
The vote sending the measure to the Sen­ 
ate was 90-5 3.

Injuries Are Fatal 
For Sedalia Youth 


Jack Hedderich, 15 ,18 15 West Fifth, died 
at 2:30 a.m 
Wednesday at Bothwell 
Hospital as a result of head and chest 
injuries suffered in a car-bicycle accident 
in front of Broadway Lanes, 2119 West 
Broadway, at 8 :37 p.m. Tuesday. 
He was Sedalia’s first traffic fatality this 
year. 
A passenger on the bicycle driven by 
Hedderich, Mark Patterson, 2700 We.st 
Broadway, was admitted to Bothwell 
Hospital and was reported in satisfactory 
condition Wednesday, suffering from a 
broken rib, cuts, bruises and minor kidney 
injuries. 
The accident occurred, according to the 
police, when the bicycle moved into the 
right hand lane of eastbound traffic on 
Broadway from the driveway of the 
bowling alley. A 1971 Chevrolet driven by 
Charlotte M. McIntyre, 20, Otterville, 
collided with the bicycle 
The investigating police officer indicated 
on his report that the bicycle apparently 
failed to yield the right of way. The police 
report also indicated there were no lights 
of any type on the bicycle 
The exact point of impact could not be 
determined 
but 
police 
indicated 
the 
collision occurred somewhere between the 
west and east driveways of the bowling 
alley. 
Both boys were taken to the hospital in a 
Pettis County Ambulance. 
Hedderich was born Aug 27, 195 5 , in 
Sedalia, son of P. J. 
and Marjorie 
McLaughlin Hedderich. 
He was a sophomore at Smith-Cotton 
High School and a member of the Calvary 
Episcopal Church 


He is survived by his parents, one sister, 
Elizabeth, of the home; one brother, Jason 
Miner Hedderich, of the home;

Corps of Engineers Studying Spring Fork Creek 


The likely site of a proposed federal dam 
and flood control project has been shifted 
from Flat Creek to Spring Fork Creek 
according to Col. R. L. Anderson, district 
engineer in Kansas City for the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 
“ At this time the site on Spring Fork 
Creek directly south of Sedalia seems to be 
the best location available,’’ Anderson told 
an audience of about 8 0 persons during a 
public hearing on the proje^ at Smith- 
Cotton High School Tuesday night. 
The proposed dam on Spring Fork Creek 
would only control water flowing into Flat 
Creek from that tributary. Anderson 


conceded that the flood control value of 
such a dam would not be comparable to 
one on Flat Creek itself, and estimated that 
only about a 10 per cent reduction in the 
flood potential of Flat Creek would be 
realized from the Spring Fork dam. 
Anderson said the studies on two earlier 
proposed sites on Flat Creek, one five 
miles southwest of Sedalia and the other 11 
miles southwest of the city, were not 
completed, but the Corps was “ not 
encouraged by the preliminary figures” as 
far as the cost-benefit ratio is concerned. 
He said he was not optimistic about the 
final results. 


Several farmers in the area of the Flat 
Creek dam sites earlier had expressed 
opposition to the project, claiming that 
hundreds of acres of rich bottomland 
would be inundated. 'The lake created by 
switching the site to Spring Fork Creek 
would cover a considerably smaller area, 
Anderson stated. 
He reported that studies of channel 
improvement on lower Flat Creek, which 
some farmers had favored as an alternative 
to the dams, showed costs would be much 
higher than benefits in channel work. He 
admitted that the site at Spring Fork Creek 
would provide less flood control for lands 


adjacent to Flat Creek than the proposed 
dams. 
The Spring Fork dam site would be 
located five miles due south of Sedalia and 
the lake would be about 2Vz miles long and 
cover approximately 300 acres, according 
to Phil Rotert, an assistant to Anderson. 
'The primary purpose of the project 
would be partial flood control, but the lake 
would be laiige enough to be used as a 
water supply source for Sedalia and for 
recreational purposes, Anderson reported. 
If the project is used for water supply 
then a local spomor would be required to 
pay the water supply costs 
incurred. A local 


sponsor would also have to pay one-half of 
the expense of adding recreation facilities 
to the project and operate recreation, fish 
and wildlife areas after the lake is 
completed, Anderson added. 
A complete study of the Spring Fork 
Creek project by the Corps of Engineers 
will include workshops with community 
groups, an environmental impact study, a 
cost-benefit study and also research into 
how often the land south of Sedalia is 
flooded. 
The project study should be completed in 
about a year, Anderson said, and another 
public meeting will be held then. 


Anderson said the Corps completed its 
first study of the Blackwater-Lamine Basin 
in 1960. He said 26 different dam sites had 
been considered and that none of them had 
proven economically feasible. One of those 
sites was on Flat Creek, he said. 
The site was analyzed for flood control, 
recreation and water supply. “The project 
at 
this particular siting was almost 
economically feasible at that time,” he 
said. “That is to say that the annual 
benefits in doUan almost equal the annual 
costs. In order to be economically feasible,

Q — Previous to the last election there was a question and 
answer regarding curtains on the voting booths on the day of 
the election. Once before, feed bags and .safety pins were 
provided at the polls to meet the requirements of the 
election laws regarding curtains on voting booths in order 
that citizens may be able to cast a .secret ballot 
In the April 6 election this year, where I supposedly cast a 
secret ballot, there were no curtains on the voting booths, 
not even feed bags 
I called the city clerk and was informed that the Pettis 
County Clerk supplied the voting booths and that if 1 wanted 
to register a complaint that was where I should call I did. 
The county clerk did not know the condition of the votine 
booths and did not know that there was a requirement for a 
curtain. 
I arn just a citizen of this country and state and I feel that 
my rights as a voter have b€*en violated 
Where is the 
authority of the polls'^ Who does one complain to and just 
where is the office that interprets and enforces the election 
laws? 
I have lived in Sedalia approximately 20 years and to rny 
knowledge (I have worked the polls for years) the election 
laws have been flagrantly violated most of the time I am 
interested in Sedalia but it seems the only thing the “ fathers 
of Sedalia” are interested in is to extend the city limits, pass 
a bond i.ssue and cause the citizens of Sedalia to pay more 
taxes. If Sedalia is to be a “ First Class City” start with the 
nitty-gritty things and handle them properly. — A. O. B. 


A — As you have said, the problem has been a chronic one 
in Pettis County. Mrs. Mary Jane Wilson, the present county 
clerk, was elected in the last election — the first woman 
clerk in the county’s history. At the time of the election, it 
may very well be true she was not aware of the problem 
or the law. She is now aware of the situation, however, 
and plans to correct it. She said she has also received com­ 
plaints similar to yours. She told Hot Line, “ I know 
the voting booths are in pretty bad shape. They need 
painting, renovating and curtains. But anything I do, any 
expense I incur, has to be approved by the county court.” 
Mrs. Wilson said she plans to make a request for funds to the 
court. “ I tlunk it should be done, and I ’ll make it a point to 
diM'uss it with them.” State law says this about voting booths 
and their use: “ The voter shall mark his ballot within the 
booth or compartment screened from observation and no 
^rson other than a voter receiving, preparing or depositing 
his 
ballot shall 
be 
permitted 
within 
the 
booth 
or 
compartment except by authority of the judges of election or 
u^ess otherwise permitted by law. ” Mrs. Wilson said that if 
she receives the necessary funds, the corrections you 
requested will be made.

The Delay 


I n Courts

NKW YORK (AP) - The 
problems and inequities created 
by court congestion—even the 
way It 
IS .sometimes u.sed in a 
“ cat and mou.se game” of de­ 
liberate delay by some law­ 
yers was illustrated forcefully 
m the .second of CBS’s three- 
part series, “ Justice in Amer­ 
ica” Tuesday night. 
The hour-long program con­ 
centrated on the pileup of crim­ 
inal and civil cases awaiting 
trial in courthou.ses across the 
nation, with the thesis that 
“ justice delayed is justice de­ 
nied.” The examples and the 
experts were gathered from 
various points around the na­ 
tion with the explanation that 
crime has increased 10 times 
more 
than 
the 
number 
of 
judges, the population has in- 
crea.sed and the mobility of the 
people results in more acci­ 
dents. Other causes were the 
epidemic of drug use, ma.ss ar­ 
rests after mass demonstra­ 
tions and “ new laws that mean 
new lawsuits.” 
One Los Angeles judge, look­ 
ing over his day’s docket of 
pending criminal cases, found 
27 cases directly involving nar­ 
cotics and 25 non-drug cases, 
although most of the latter 
were burglary and bad check 
ca.ses involving addicts. 
Much of the program was 
handled in the standard docu­ 
mentary fashion—judges, law­ 
yers and prosecutors discussing 
the 
problem 
while 
looking 
straight into a camera. But two 
illuminating “ back room” dem­ 
onstrations showed a negotia­ 
tion designed to eliminate the 
need of a criminal trial and an­ 
other showed an attempt to 
settle an auto injury case be­ 
tween the plaintiff’s lawyer and 
an insurance company lawyer 
representing the defendant. Of 
the attempt of the defense at­ 
torney to bargain with a prose­ 
cutor in the criminal case, an­ 
other attorney stated that “ plea 
bargaining” results in the dis­ 
position of nine out of 10 crimi­ 
nal cases. 
In one California county, the 
courts were so clogged with 
criminal cases that only one 
civil case was tried for a solid 
year. In New York and Chi­ 
cago. it often takes six years to 
get an automobile negligence 
case to trial—but most are set­ 
tled before trial. 
The 
program 
summarized 
suggested reforms for releasing 
the log jam as well as some 
prisoners held for months, even 
years, awaiting trial. This in­ 
cluded moving automobile neg­ 
ligence cases to other tribunals, 
limiting appeals and, in some 
cases, eliminating jury trials or 
reducing the size of juries. 
It was a calm, reasoned pre­ 
sentation, effectively surveying 
a system that in addition to 
denying speedy justice to some, 
often forces people, injured and 
needing money, to settle for 
less damages than they should.

'Mini-Crime Lab'Tested

M ARSHALL — A new and 
inexpensive approach to crim­ 
inal investigation is being used 
here, which, if it p r o v e s 
satisfactory, might help develop 
a 
series 
of 
“ mini-crime 
laboratories” 
in 
small 
communities in Missouri. 
Police Chief Joe Carroll said 
Marshall’s mini-lab was set up 
in February and cost $350. All 
of the money was contributed 
by civic organizations. Once the 
lab was set up, the School of 
Pharmacy at the University of 
Missouri 
— 
Kansas 
City, 
donated 
$30 
worth 
of 
equipment. 
Carroll said, months ago he 
had talked about setting up the 
program 
with 
a 
local 
pharmacist. Russell Donnell, 
who now acts as its supervisor. 
Donnell is an unpaid volunteer, 
“ We set up the lab with the help 
of local people, utilizing local 
talent 
and 
local 
money,” 
Carroll said. 
In referring to Donnell, said 
that the pharmacist has a skill 
which the police department 
could not afford and would not 
have without the pharmacist’s 
voluntary services. 
Carroll said that once results 
are in showing the value of the 
lab to the community, he plans 
to push for the establishment of 
such labs all over the state. “ In 
the next few months, we will 
have prepared a resume with all 
the mistakes not to make and 
the best plan for setting up such 
a mini-lab,” he said. 


The 
lab 
contains 
a 
microscope, scales, an alcohol 
burner and about 25 types of 
chemicals. 


While the bulk of the lab’s 
work to date has dealt with the 
analysis of drugs, Carroll said it 
was 
being 
utilized 
in 
the 
investigations 
of 
all 
major 
crimes. 


“ One of the biggest benefits 
of the mini-lab so far has been 
the time saved in the analysis of 
drugs,” Carroll said. He said 
Donnell was often able to break 
down the chemical properties 
of a drug within one and > half 
hours, compared with the two 
days it took to get results from 


the Kansas City and Jefferson 
City crime labs. 
Carroll said public response 
to the crime lab has been very 
good. “ Just the other day, a 
person brought in a drug to be 
tested to make sure it was 


Cushion 
Transport 
Is Planned 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - John 
Volpe. U.S. secretary of trans­ 
portation, said Tuesday that 
Kansas City was rated among 
the top four candidates for a 
demonstration project involving 
a tracked air cushion trans­ 
portation system which would 
attract full federal funding. 
Although he expressed con­ 
cern over financial difficulties 
of the Kansas City Area Trans­ 
portation Authority and its abil­ 
ity to locate funds to meet fed­ 
eral matching requirements, he 
told a news conference a pro­ 
posed transit corridor along the 
route of an old interurban line 
between the downtown area 
and the Kansas City Inter­ 
national Airport would give the 
city one of the outstanding air­ 
port facilities in the nation. 
The transportation system to 
which Volpe referred is called 
the Aerotrain, a 40-passenger 
suburban version which oper­ 
ates a fraction of an inch above 
an elevated roadway on a sys­ 
tem of air cushions. 
Earlier Tuesday, Volpe called 
collective 
bargaining 
in the 
transportation industry “ arch­ 
aic. and said that under present 
laws, neither management nor 
labor has the compulsion to 
head off a strike.” 
He expressed belief it was up 
to Congress to tackle the prob­ 
lem on a long range basis.

Opponents objected to any possible

On a standing vote, th e bill lost 12-13. 
Advanced was a bill intended to give th e 
state and federal governments concurrent 
law enforcement juri.sdiction in th e Ozark 
National Scenic Riverway s area, wh ich 
includes Round, Alley and Big Springs 
parks on th e Current and Jacks Fork rivers.

Amendments were tacked on to exempt 
th e Wh ite, Osage and St. Francis river 
watersh eds from any joint federal-state ju- 


ri.sdiction, even th ough th ey are not part of 
th e scenic riverway s area, 
Tuesday a welfare bill was sent to th e 
budget control committee despite th e 
protests of its auth or, wh o said th e action 
would kill it. 
Th e bill would extend th e life of a law 
allowing an unemploy ed fath er to live at 
h ome with out jeopardizing th e eligibility 
of h is wife and ch ildren for aid to 
dependent ch ildren pay ments. 
Th e law will expire Dec. 31 unless it is 
extended and Sen. Ray mond Howard, D-St 
Louis, said h e h ad th e assurance of th e 
director of welfare, Proctor N. Carter, th at 
th ere would be no need to increase th e 
ADC appropriation. 

Noel 
Cox, R-Ozark, a "sinister and cy nical way 
to kill it.

$1,000 fine. 
Defen.se attorney s — led by Alabama’s 
wh ite attorney general. Bill Baxley , and 
state Rep. Fred Gray , one of two Negroes 
in th e legislature — rested th eir case late 
Tuesday with out calling Amerson as a 
witness. 
Th ey h ad conceded early in th e trial th at 
th e sh eriff struck Harris in th e h ead with a 
pistol and th at th e ch ief deputy kicked th e 


prisoner or nudged h im with h is foot, but 
contended it was done in self-defense and 
with out malice. 
Coleman told th e jury Tuesday h e did 
noth ing more th an sh ove h is foot between 
Harris’ legs — "with quite a bit of force” — 
so h e could turn th e prisoner ovqr on h is 
back to h andcuff h im. 
Harris was ly ing on th e front porch of th e 
jail, according to testimony . 


"1 wasn’t exactly in love with h im,” said 
th e h usky , broad-sh ouldered Coleman, 
recalling th e gunsh ot fired by Harris at th e 
officers outside th e jail.

Corn Planting For 1971 
Ahead of 1970^s Pace

WASHINGTON (AP) - Corn 
planting for the 1971 crop is 
running well ahead of last year, 
with more than half the acre­ 
age seeded by mid-May in the 
biggest producing areas, says 
the Agriculture E)epartment. 
Most planting progress last 
week was in Iowa, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Michigan and South 
Dakota, the department said in 
a weekly weather summary is­ 
sued Tuesday. 
Cool, rainy weather inter­ 
rupted planting in the rest of 
the Corn Belt last week, with 
growers able to get in the fields 
only three or four days. Plant­ 
ing 
operations in Nebraska 
have lagged because of wet 
fields, the report said. Some 
replanting will be necessary in 
heavy rainfall areas there. 
More than 85 per cent of the 
crop was planted in Iowa and 


Missouri by Monday and 80 p«*r 
cent or more in Illinois and 
Minnesota. “ Cold 
tempera­ 
tures continue to slow seed ger­ 
mination and retard growth of 
newly emerged plants,” the re­ 
port .said. 
Winter wheat conditions were 
reported unchanged generally 
although rain in northern Kan­ 
sas annd Nebraska helped the 
crop there, the report said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Agri­ 
culture Secretary Clifford M.

The Missouri Senate took care 
of that Tuesday by refusing on 
a 17-17 tie vote to override Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes’ veto of a 2- 
cent increase in the state’s 5- 
cent gasoline tax, lowest in the 
nation. 
Sen. J. F. Patterson, D-Caru- 
thersville, who voted to over­ 
ride the veto, is president pro 
tern of the Senate. He said the 
governor’s action “ has pre­ 
vented the Highway Depart­ 
ment from getting any addition­ 
al money this year. It will also 
keep the cities and counties 
from getting more funds to 
meet their needs.” 
Patterson said he thought 
there was no chance that a bond 
issue proposal passed by the 
House and advocated by the 
governor would ever get out of 
the Senate Roads and highways 
Committee. 
Its chairman is Sen. William 
B. Waters, D-Liberty, who led 


the fight to override the veto — 
something that hasn’t happened 
since 1963. 
Waters declined to predict 
what his committee might do 
with the House bond issue pro^ 
posal but said on the basis of 
past actions, the committee has 
been consistently opposed to 
any bond i.ssue.

Russians Seek European Conference

Preparations for the 
security conference should be 
stepped up, he said, and quick­ 
ly added that the European sit­ 
uation required attention to the 
problem of troop and arms re­ 
duction.

Ea st—is not at all necessary , in 
the Sov iet v iew, in adv ance of a 
security conference. The Krem­ 
lin contends that there is no 
reason why lack of ag reem ent 
on any particular issue should 
prev ent a security conference 
at Which the Americans and 
Canadians can cater, if they 
wish. 


In these conditions the ca m ­ 
paig n for a security conference 
is being intensified.

The Belmont Stakes, at a testing half and one-mile, will be 
faced at Belmont Park in New York on J une 5 
‘‘What do you think would happen if it were possible for 
Citation, in his prime, and Canonero II to race each other 
Jones was asked. 
‘‘I would have to think that Cy would beat him by 20 leng ths,” 
replied Jones who trained Citation for Calumet Farm before he 
became Director of Racing at Monmouth Park here.

OKLAHOMA H TY (AP) - 
For the second time this ses­ 
sion, the Oklahoma Senate has 
voted to ratify an amendment 
to the U S Constitution to allow 
18-to-2l-year-olds to vote 


The action Tue.sday apparent­ 
ly was a move on the part of 
the Senate to dishxlge a pre­ 
viously pa.ssed Senate resolu­ 
tion to ratify the amendment 
from a House committee. 


House Speaker Rex Privett, 
D-Maramec, opposes the 18- 
year-old vote and has held it in 
the House committee. 


The Senate Tuesday amended 
a House resolution dealing with 
registration of 18-to-21-year-old 
voters in the event the state or 
federal constitution is amended 
to give them the vote 


Both the Oklahoma House 
and Senate have passed a pro­ 
posal calling for a statewide 
vote on a state constitutional 
amendment to lower the voting 
age to 18. However, that resolu­ 
tion now is in a Senate-House 
conference committee. 


The measure passed by the 
Senate Tuesday now goes back 
to the House for consideration 
of the Senate amendment. This 
would force House members to 
take a public stand on the issue 
rather than letting it die in 
committee.

Lay -Away Truth in Le nding Is Que s tione d

Q—A number of customers of 
local stores have contacted the 
owners for the purpose of re­ 
voking purchases on lay-away 
and requesting refunds citing 
your recent article (about Truth 
in Lending protection in lay- 
away plans). 
Your article implies that all 
lay-away plans have a term 
implicit in them requiring a 
refund for the amount paid. I 
believe failure to make a refund 
is not an infraction of the Truth 
in Lending Law — C.M.C., Jr., 
attorney, Macon, Ga. 
A—You’re wrong. But it’s 
little wonder. This interpreta­ 
tion of Truth in Lending regu­ 
lations has proved difficult to 
understand. I asked a Federal 
Reserve Board attorney, who 
worked on the law, for a clari­ 
fication of what rights consum­ 
ers and merchants have in the 
matter of lay-away deposits. 
Hw reply: 
Any money put down on a lay- 
away plan falls within the 
jurisdiction of Truth in Lending 
if an extension of credit or 
financing is part of the deal. 
A 
merchant 
violates this 
particular 
Federal 
Reserve 
interpretation 
of 
Truth 
in 
Lending if: 1) Complete credit 
terms 
are 
not 
disclosed, 
including the fact that all or 
part of the deposit may not be 
recovered, and 2) the deposit 
is 
not 
returned 
when 
the 
customer cancels an order. This 
holds true for all other kinds of 
deposits, even on cars and 
homes, 
where 
credit 
or 
financing is involved. 
In some cases, merchants 
may not say they’re extending 
credit but, in effect, they really 
are. If there are more thian four 
installments 
involved, 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
says, 
the 


transaction 
autom atically 
involves extension of credit and, 
therefore, falls under Truth in 
Lending 
Violations 
of 
Truth 
in 
Lending can be attacked in class 
action suits where, if successful, 
the consumer can recoup his 
deposit and all legal fees.

Fibrillation in He art 


Could Cre ate Dizzine s s

Dea r Dr. La mb — I was in the 
h(MpitaI because I had dizzy 
s^lls when I changed positions 
after lying down or getting up 
and 
they 
found 
a 
heart 
condition (fibrillation). Now I 
am taking digitalis. Can you 
explain this condition and what 
I can do to strengthen my 
muscles? I am 65 years old and 
live in an apartment. I do not 
work or exercise. 
Dea r Rea der — The type of 
fibrillation you have is atrial 
fibrillation which means the top 
part Of your heart twitches 
(fibrillates) at a very rapid rate 
The atria are the large saclike 
compartments at the top of the 
heart that collect the blood 
before it is dumped into the 
heavy muscular part of the heart 
Normally these contract once 
during each heart cycle to expel 
their blood into the muscular 
chambers of the heart. In the 
normal individual under resting 
conditions they should contract 
about 70 or 80 times a minute. 
When the atria are fibrillating 
this may occur as rapidly as 500 
times a minute. A large number 
of these rapid impul^s may be 
transmitted to the pumping 
part of the heart and cause it to 
beat irregularly and too fast. 
When this condition affects the 
circulation enough to interfere 
with the amount of blood the 
heart can pump, a person will 
note 
the 
problem 
you 
described. 


The most common cause of 
persistent 
fibrillation 
in 
a 
person in your age group is 
atherosclerosis, 
or 
fatty 
deposits in the arteries to the 
heart. The speed and to some 
«xtent the regularity of the 
heart is often controlled by one 
of the digitalis medicines like 
you are taking In fact, some 
individuals 
who 
have 
fibrillation without having any 
underlying 
heart 
problems 
(sometimes 
seen 
in 
young 
people) will develop a normal 
heart beat after taking digitalis. 
I can’t really recommend any 
exercise that will strengthen 
your muscles without knowing 
more about you. If athero­ 
sclerosis 
has 
caused 
your 
problem, you should not try to 
do a lot of strenuous exercise. 
You should talk this over with 
your doctor, but if you are doing 
well and not having symptoms, 
the most appropriate exercise 
for you would be walking. 
There is no need to walk too 
fast or try to walk too far at any 
one time. Walking is wonderful 
exercise and as long as you 
don’t try to accomplish too 
much too fast it helps the 
overall body 
condition and 
generally will not overload the 
heart. 
1 would like to emphasize 
again, though, that you should 
not start any exercise pri^ram 
without talking It over with 
your doctor.

Use Unique Approach 
To Combat Bigotry

LONG ISLAND QTY, N Y. 
(AP) — When Hank and Doro­ 
thy Young of Lake Ronkonkoma 
speak of “ the revolution," they 
are not referring to any under­ 
ground movement to destroy es­ 
tablished institutions, but to a 
visible attempt by many Long 
Island families to combat bigo­ 
try. 
When the Youngs adopted a 
3-year-old Korean child two 
years ago, little did they realize 
they would be harbingers of 
radical change. At that time, 
there was barely a handful of 
families involved in interracial 
adoptions 
Today, thanks in 
large part to the efforts of Hank 
and Dorothy, there are almost 
300 couples on Long Island alone 
who have adopté non-white 
children. 
And for the Youngs, what be­ 
gan as a “ nice way to get a sis­ 
ter” for their two natural sons, 
Robert. 16 and Patrick. 7, has 
become a way of life about 
which DcM’othy simply says, 
‘it’s no good to have high ideals 
if you do not live up to them” 
The Youngs first became 
aware of the plight of homeless 
Korean children through the ef­ 
forts of Faye and Joseph Caper- 
na of Holbrook, themselves the 
parents of six adopted children, 
who were attempting to recruit 
homes in the metropolitan area. 
The situation so disturbed them 
that despite the fact that their 
home had been destroyed by 
fire, they were determined to 
find a way to swing an adop­ 
tion. 
Christina, now 5, was followed 
by Laura, 3, a hard-to-place 
white child who Dorothy .said 
“ was .supposedly tense and un­ 
able to have a one-to-one rela­ 
tionship. What she needed was 
love." Next came 10-year-old 
Dorothy, a Korean-American 
child, who was followed last 
summer by Benjamin, a sensi­ 
tive, bright, 6-year-old of black- 
white parentage. 
“ It took us longer to decide 
whether we could cope with a 
child of black heritage than it 
did with any of the others," said 
Dorothy. “ We were worried 
about the reaction of our fami­ 
lies, the community and espe­ 
cially the effect it might have 
on Hank’s business (he owns his 
own butcher shop), but we came 
to the conclusion it was more 
important for us to give Benja­ 
min a home. 
‘The children’s different ra­ 
cial backgrounds are a common 
topic of conversation and we 
want them to be proud of their 
heritages. It was important to 
us that Benjamin be aware of 
his black-white background be­ 
fore he entered school last fall, 
so that he would understand any 
racial slurs that he might be the 
target of. We want them to 
know what a bigoted person is 
and to understand we do not live 
that way." 
Dorothy Young is what one 
would call a natural mother. 
Sensitive, perceptive, she is 
closely attuned to the needs— 
emotional as well as physical— 
of her children. She has been 
married to Hank for 18 of her 37 
years. 
“ My experience with these 
children has made me more tol­ 
erant," she reflected. “ I feel 
compassion towards the person 
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who is prejudiced. They are the 
ones who are missing out. If we 
hadn’t adopted four children, 
naturally our standard of living 
would be higher. Robert wmild 
be able to have his own car. But 
we have all learned these are 
not the things that are impor­ 
tant in life.” 
“ The children have given us a 
■great deal of joy,” said Hank, 
“ which is not to say that we ha­ 
ven’t had any problems. We felt 
when adopting Benjamin that 
we would find (Mit who our fair- 
weather friends were, and it’s 
sad to say, some of them turned 
out to be in our own family. But 
by and large we have found that 
a child is able to break down 
prejudice.” 
In an effort to encourage in­ 
terracial adoption on Long Is­ 
land and to convince the tradi­ 
tionally conservative adoption 
agencies the old guidelines are 
no longer adequate, the Youngs 
in conjunction with the Caper- 
nas organized the Open Door So­ 
ciety of New York in September 
1969. 
“ We want to see other chil­ 
dren get homes," Dorothy said. 
“ Many people simply never 
think of adopting and they are 
unaware of the many handi­ 
capped and non-white children 
in need of homes. We have 
found that once the seed is 
planted, people will respond to 
the children’s needs. There has 
been a breakthrough. And if we 
can place just one child, it is a 
whole lifetime changed."

M EAT-COVE, Nova Scotia 
(AP) — It’s a salty, biting 
breeze that whistles over the 
rocks and wrinkles the sand 
where Simon George MacLellan 
used to tend the lighthouse. 
“ They still have a light up 
there, ” MacLellan says. “ But it 
operates by itself now. There’s 
no lightkeeper. They just visit it 
now and again to change the 
batteries.” 
So the newfangled has come 
even to the rocks at the most 
distant edge of the land. From 
Simon George MacLellan’s front 
porch, in this northernmost cove 
where saltbank fishermen land 
their dories to kill fresh meat, 
to the wharf at Yarmouth, 
where Yankees arrive on ferry­ 
boats from Maine, the Canadian 
province of Nova Scotia is com­ 
ing of age. 
Not fast enough, some say. In­ 
dustry is coming and per capita 
income is up, but jobs are still 
scarce. 
Dory fishermen are 
struggling. And too many min­ 
ers are out of work. 
Too fast, say others. Ameri­ 
cans are buying up the land. Ur­ 
ban tensions are increasing. 
And factories are polluting the 
rivers and belching smoke into 
the air. 
Develop and destroy? 
Or preserve and perish? 
But develop it must, this sea­ 
girt province, which got off late 
in the North American race for 
industrialization—and still lags 
other parts of Canada economi­ 
cally. Not that this is any Appa- 
lachia-by-the-sea. But incomes 
tend to be modest here—some of 
them marginal. 
Nova Scotians earned $2,284 in 
1969—$6(X) less than the national 
average. Nova Scotia’s capital 
investment hit $673 per capita in 
1969, but that was still $100 off 
the Canadian average. Employ­ 
ment in the coal mines, a main­ 
stay in Nova Scotia’s economy, 
fell from 16,300 men in 1915 to 
fewer than 5,000 men in 1965. 
Canadian farm cash receipts 
were climbing 4 per cent faster 
than Nova Scotia’s. And the 
provincial increase in fishing 
catch trailed the national aver­ 
age by 6 per cent. 
Part of the reason for this lag, 
says V. Michael Knight, deputy 
minister of trade and industry, 
has been a reluctance to tamper 
with Nova Scotia’s way of life. 
The countryside, the climate, 
the tempo and the people, he 
says, combine to provide “ about 
as nice a way of Ufe as can exist 
in the world” 
And it’s still largely un­ 
spoiled, 
this 
lobster-shaped 
pr/)vince, with 4,600 miles of 
coast washed by the ocean that 
ca'rried British explorer John 
Cabot to its shores 570 years 
ago. 
Blue-green 
waves still 
carrve at the rocks that met his 
ship, the Matthew, and provided 
stepping stones to the northeas­ 
tern coast of North America. 
; A light mist still creeps inland 
over the grassy foothills, feeling 
its way along rocky brooks, 
through wild blueberry bushes 
and around fir trees. It still cov­ 
ers Kelly’s Mountain, reaches 
into the canyons beyond and 
stnothers the bottomland with 
clean, white f(H?.

.'Two hundred years after Aca­ 
dian farmers were driven from 
“ the land of Evangeline," their 
silccessors still produce apples 
bv the barrel in the Annapolis 
Valley and peaches and cherries 
a(td pears by the lug. Farm im­ 
plements might lie rusted and 
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abandoned in some of tl» fields, 
and some of the old mansard 
barns might need paint, but 
throughout the province, most 
of them hold hay by the cribful. 
Hardhat miners still work the 
coal faces in the Princess Col- 
lery and in the drifts at old No. 
26 in Glace Bay. The Caledonia 
might have whistled two mourn­ 
ful blasts signalling the end of 
production nine years ago, and 
there may be plans to close the 
Princess by 1974, but a new 
shaft is opening at Lingan, de­ 
signed to produce two million 
tons a year and provide work 
for 1,200 men. 
Closings, nevertheless, out­ 
number the openings. Miners 
are joining farmers in migrat­ 
ing to the cities.

“ There was a time when 1 
was growing up when 1 could 
count 20 saltbankers crossing 
the cove out to sea,” says Simon 
George, born almost 80 years 
ago in his father’s house on a 
hill across Meat Cove Creek. 
“ Twas the spring of the year. 
They were three miles apart, all 
of them, heading out to 45 fath­ 
oms over the fishing b^nks off 
Cheticamp. ” 
Now Simon George was an 
offshore fisherman among the 
best. “ I was after every fish," 
he says. “ Cod and swordfish 
and all of them. The biggest I 
ever got was 642 pounds, and 
then there come a storm. I was 
65 years old at the time. The 
storm come up, and it took the 
wharf away. I couldn’t handle 
it. I couldn’t handle the boats 
anymore. I turned the three 
salmon nets over to the boys, 
and I stopped fishing, and I was 
sorry when I stopped.” 
Big companies took over with 
diesel trawlers. They could 
steam out farther, move faster 
and refrigerate their fish. But it 
took fewer men to run the trawl­ 
ers than it took to sail the fleet. 
The annual catch increased by 
200 million pounds over 10 
years, but fishermen grew few­ 
er and fewer. 
Mining employment dropped

sharply. 
Archie 
MacIntyre, 70, an oldtimer in 
the mines around Glace Bay, re­ 
members when almost everyone 
he knew worked underground. 
“ It came into your blood,” 
says MacIntyre. “ Lots of times 
I think we were a special breed 
of men. We were the offsprings 
of coal miners. Our great-grand­ 
fathers and our grandfathers 
and our fathers became coal 
miners. And we were brought 
up as coal miners on our moth­ 
ers’ knees.”

Coal was king then, particu­ 
larly on Cape Breton, the 3,000- 
square-mile island that makes 
up the northern part of the prov­ 
ince. From Glace Bay, New 
Waterford and Sydney Mines, 
deep shafts snaked out under 
the sea for more than five 
miles, tapping hundreds of mil­ 
lions of tons of bituminous fuel. 
Production peaked at seven mil­ 
lion tons a year, providing work 
for 14,000 men. 
“ Then came the glad tidings 
that there was going to be no 
more plain diggin ,” says Mac­ 
Intyre. “ We were going to get 
equipment to bore the coal, and 
cut the coal and so on. Well, 
that was quite all right, but it 
didn’t solve a problem—it added 
many more ... The day I en­ 
tered the coal mine I was 11 


years and three days old. We 
had what we called 2 per cent 
mechanization. The day I left 
the coal mine, we had 98 per 
cent mechanization. 
“ And there was the trouble 
that we were in the wrong place 
in the world. Our geographical 
setup caused a tremendous 
freight rate. 
“ They started closing the 
mines, and they pensioned the 
coal miners. Now the sad part 
of it is that in this part of the 
country we have billions of tons 
of coal. Not millions, but bil­ 
lions. And we have coal miners 
now, men walking the street, 
men that are skilled with the 
best of any coal miners in the 
whole wide world, that would 
jump into a coal mine if they 
could.” 
But they can’t. Anymore than 
Roddy Hector MacDonald can 
make his farm produce much 
more than the potatoes, turnips, 
carrots, beets and beans he eats 
—or the little butter and few 
eggs he sells. He gathers his 
hay with a wooden rake and 
hauls it into his barn with a big, 
red-wheeled wagon, pulled by a 
roan called Lassie. “ If I had a 
big farm, ” says MacDonald, 61, 
“ I’d need machinery—a tractor 
and a plow. ” And like other 
farmers, he can’t afford them. 
Nonetheless, average farm 
size is increasing. Cash crop re­ 
ceipts have increased $11 mil­ 
lion in Nova Scotia over the past 
dozen years. But farmers, too, 
are growing fewer. 
From farms, mines and fish­ 
ing villages. Nova Scotians are 
moving into the cities. Not all of 
the cities are inside the prov­ 
ince. There is a tired but point­ 
ed joke that the second largest 
city in Nova Scotia is Boston. 
★ ★ ★ 
Between 1961 and 1966, out-mi­ 
gration from Nova Scotia to the 
United States and other prov­ 
inces in Canada totaled nearly 
42,000 persons. Most were under 
30 years old. Many who stayed 
in the province moved into cit­ 
ies like Sydney, Windsor, Yar­ 
mouth and Halifax, where the 
population climbed from 183,000 
in 1961 to 250,000 last year. Hali­ 
fax expects a half million resi­ 
dents by 1990. 
The provincial capital, Hali­ 
fax, is Nova Scotia’s large.st 
city. And by big-city standards, 
it is a slüning municipality. 
Compared with New York, Chi­ 
cago or even Gary, Ind., its 
problems seem few. There is 
less traffic; drivers don’t honk, 
and for a bookkeeper in a brew­ 
ery like Valerie Snow, 15 min­ 
utes is a long commute to work. 
“ Best of all, ” says Alan Cook, 
a government worker, “ people 
around here aren’t in such a 
hurry They’ve got enough faith 
in God to know that if every­ 
thing doesn’t get done today, 
there’s going to be a tomor­ 
row.” ' 
But the increase in population 
brought problems to sleepy, tra­ 
ditional Halifax 
Ninety-eight per cent of the 
people in Halifax were earning 
less than $10,000 a year. Rows of 
wood-framed houses were grow­ 
ing fuller—and shabbier. 
Cars and trucks were finding 
it more difficult to get around 
old, narrow streets. Hospitals 
needed between 200 and 300 
more beds. The Halifax ship­ 
yards were scratching for or­ 
ders. 
U n e m p l o y m e n t was up 
throughout the province—aver­ 
aging 5.9 per cent in 1968. In 
r 
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some places, like the Sydney 
area on Cape Breton, it could 
reach 12 per cent in the winter 
—and was known to climb to 20 
per cent in Glace Bay. 
Sociologist Scott Greer from 
Northwestern University put the 
situation bluntly: “ You have to 
turn around and ask. Who is 
paying the cost of rapid urbani­ 
zation, the depopulation of rural 
areas, the decline of agricul­ 
ture, the defunct nature of your 
mining industry, the fact that 
your fisheries are .so incompe­ 
tent that it takes a federal dol­ 
lar for every pound of salmon 
that gets from here to the Mont­ 
real market?’ It is my impres­ 
sion that the population, the la­ 
bor force, would support ... a 
very intensive commitment to a 
very sophisticated technology.” 
In Nova Scotia, that meant 
secondary 
industry—making 
things out of natural resources 
once they’re produced—like as­ 
sembling automobiles, for in­ 
stance, or making furniture, 
electronic equipment or plas­ 
tics, instead of mining, farming 
or fishing. 
The 
province 
had 
begun 
searching for industry as early 
as 1957, when it established In­ 
dustrial Estates, Lid. (lEL), 
which President Finlay Mac­ 
Donald more aptly calls “ the in­ 
dustrial development bank of 
Nova Scotia. ” Funded with $150 
million in provincial govern­ 
ment money, this crown corpo­ 
ration brought dozens of new in­ 
dustries to the province. 
In the north, the Cape Breton 
Development Corp. (DEVCO), a 
federal crown corporation, be­ 
gan taking over coal mines, 
phasing them out, pensioning 
some of their employes and 
creating alternate jobs for oth­ 
ers. It offered new industries 
100 per cent financing for their 
buildings and land, up to 80 per 
cent financing for their machin­ 
ery, grants of up to one-third of 
capital investment and attrac­ 
tive depreciation allowances. 
In Halifax harbor, construc­ 
tion began on a $14 million port 
for containerized cargo. Oil 
companies began drilling on 
Sable Island. And engineers be­ 
gan trying to harness 52-foot 
tides in the Bay of Fundy.

The efforts brought results. 
Capital investment topped $500 
million in 1%9. And for the hrst 
time. Nova Scotia’s monthly un­ 
employment rate fell below the 
national average. 
But the efforts brought new 
problems as well. Development 
meant even more people, and 
urban tensions increased. Hip­ 
pies took over a small park op­ 
posite the Halifax public gar­ 
dens. A young people’s center, 
called the Digger House, began 
advertising as a crash pad, 
medical clinic and a place for 
help with “ head hassles.” 
Blacks began voicing discon­ 
tent. When bulldozers leveled a 
Negro slum in Halifax, called 
Africville, to make way for a 
bridge, “ They moved us in city 
garbage trucks,” says Daisy 
Carvery. “ We had it a lot better 
out there than in some of the 
places they put us.” 
New industries brought more 
Yankees, who bought more and 
more property, and increased 
concern over “ proliferation of 
foreign ownership. ” Realtor Bil­ 
lie White gets dozens of inquir­ 
ies a week, 90 per cent from 
Americans. He says, “ A lot of 
these people just want a breath 
of fresh air.” 
Some of the new industries 
turned out to be polluters. Anil 
Canada, Ltd., the Indian hard- 
board plant, was ordered to 
complete an effluent treatment 
process. Scott Maritime Pulp, 
Ltd., pumped effluent from its 
plant equal to the waste from a 
city of 75,000. 
Street sweepers fight a losing 
battle against fallout from the 
steel mill smokestacks in Syd­ 
ney. And Willis MacKeen, a

Mrs Corwin, a very librarian 
type, who has yet to complete 
her campaign of gentle persua­

answerable wonder among thea­ 
ter buffs and researchers as to 
exactly what great perform­ 
ances of preceding eras were 
like. Since Mr. Edison devised 
his first scratchy wax cylinder, 
vocal recordings have saved the 
sound of Bernhardts, Booths 
and Barrymores. 
But how did they emote on 
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stage’’ Still tintypes supply ink­ 
lings. and of course feature 
movies help, but acting for a 
commercial film is never the 
same as for the live event 
“ It would have been a bless­ 
ing to have died two centuries 
ago. ” Samuel Taylor Coleridge 
bespoke with scholarly regret in 
1815. “ just to have been able to

Mrs Corwin voices the 1971

Samuel Beckett, 
“Waiting for 
Gixlot.” and “ The Trial of the

In each instance, a singly 
camera has recorded a regular

Problems of too many people, 
inadequate facilities, pollution and 
rising crime are certainly nothing 
new. 


They have been the story of our 
continuing urban crisis for a go<k1 
many years now. 


What is both new and disturbing 
is that these problems have been 
cropping up more recently far from 
the crowded cities, in the very 
areas that originally were designed 
as 
refuges 
from 
the 
urban 
jungle—the national parks. 


The year-by-year increases in 
visitor totals, which once would 
have been welcome as a measure of 
success, are now studied with 
concern. In some of the more 
popular 
areas, 
those 
more 
accessible to metropolitan centers 
such as the Great Smokies, traffic 
can be almost bumper to bumper 
at high season. Suggestions that 
traffic lights may eventually be 
necessary are not taken entirely as 
a joke. 


At Yellowstone, the No Vacancy 
sign is often up for ciimpers and it 
can sometimes be difficult to .see 
the gey.sers for the people. 


A recent review of the problem 
in the New York Times not'^d 
statistically that white total park 
area increased somewhat in the 
decade l%0-70, from more than 2b 
million acres to about 30 million, 
the visitor increase jumped 150 per 
cent, from more than 72 million to 
almost 180 million.

Arrests 
in

parks for serious offenses, in­

With 1971 shaping up as another 
record year for park visitors, we 
would 
appear to be facing a 
dilemma The parks were created 
for the enjoyment of the people, 
but saving them from destruction 
might 
seem 
to 
necessitate 
restricting access to the people. 


Less extreme solutions are, of 
cour.se, being sought, such as 
increasing accommodations and 
other facilities within the parks and 
in their immediate vicinities and 
also increasing the number of 
parks, state and federal. President 
Nixon is taking an active personal 
interest in his program to turn no- 
longer-utilized 
government 
facilities 
into 
new 
parks 
and 
recreation areas. 


And the individual park visitor 
can, of course, do a great deal 
himself by demonstrating in his 
personal conduct the respect for 
the environment that presumably 
attracted him to the area. 


We have long had a gocxi thing 
going for us in the national park 
.sy.stem. We do not want to ruin it 
now.

Brothers paid

reorganization takes shape and the new 
U.S. Postal Service prepares to take over 
on July 1, no group of Americans watches 
with more interest and apprehension than 
the 143,0 0 0 
minority employes. 


The 
Post 
Office 
lo ng has been a place 
where blacks, Spanish- 
Americans, and Orien­ 
ta ls could earn a liv­ 
ing, but they have tradi­ 
tionally found it difficult 
to break into the upper 
ranks. 


Morale problems have 
thus been infinitely greater than the 
public ever knew. And Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Winton M. Blount and the Presi­ 
dentially-appointed board of governors 
may discover that all the reorganization 
and 
bureaucratic 
rejuggling 
in 
the 
world won’t create a good postal service 
if the people doing the grub work feel 
cheated. 


I have gotten access to the Post Office 
Department’s “ 1970 Minority Census” 
which has been kept under wraps since it 
was completed last Nov. 27. 


It shows why minority workers refer to 
the department as “ Blount’s plantation" 
although the Post Office was a hotbed of 
job discrimination long before Alabaman 
Blount became postmaster general. 


If you note who delivers the mail in most 
cities, you would get the idea that 
minorities have taken over the postal 
service. That is because more than 118,000 
blacks, 
16,000 Spanish-Americans, and 
3,000 Orientals are mail handlers and clerk 
carriers, the fourth and fifth lowest paying 
jobs out of 22 pay categories. 


Over 134,000 of the department’s 138,703 
blacks are in the six lowest job categories. 
Of every 10 low-ranking employes, two are 
black. 


But in the TOP six categories, there are 
t)nly 31 blacks, or less than 2 per cent. 


Many of those 31 got their jobs through 
political patronage, which makes many 
blacks wonder how much their position 
will 
worsen 
once 
the 
new 
postal 
corporation adopts a “ career system” of 
promotion from wUhin. Very few minority 
employes have been permitted to rise high 
enough in the system to even dream of 
getting postmasterships and other key jobs 
in the forseeable future. 


The real seats of power in the Post Office 
Department have been the 15 regional 
centers and the six postal data centers. 
Each region has had a director, two 
deputies, and seven division directors. That 
means 150 jobs paying $24,000 to $36,000 a 
year. 


Blacks have been completely shut out of 
these jobs. 


There have been 24 similar jobs in the 
data centers — with minorities shut out 100 
percent. 


Blacks are speculating that with the 
number of regions reduced to five under 
the reorganization plan, chances of their 
cracking the power circle will become even 
more remote. 


Minority employes aren’t getting much 
comfort from observing the nine men 
President Nixon named to the Postal 
Service board of governors. 


The one black named to the group is 
George E. Johnson, millionaire head of 
Johnson Products Co., manufacturer of 
hair preparations. Johnson was a postal 
worker for a brief time some 20 years ago. 


The magazine Postal Life recently 
quoted him as saying: 


“ Like many other blacks, I found the 
Post Office meant opportunity and a 
chance to get ahead. It has always been out 
front 
in 
offering 
equal 
employment 
opportunities to minority groups." 


Which caused gasps of disbelief and 
dismay among blacks who know what the 
real employment picture is in the Postal 
Service.

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Working Mother Finds Single Life Is True Drudgery

now. honey It's time to get up,” 
Linda Stancil cooed softly to 
her 7-year-old daughter and 
there was the soft pat-pat-pat 
sound of a mother's hand on a 
little girl's pajamas 
It was 6:.30 a.m., the start ot 
another day for a husbandless. 
working mother, one of hun­ 
dreds of thou.sands of such wom­ 
en m America. 
Mrs Stancil tries to make the 
best of things for her daughter 
and her 6-year-old son, Bryan. 
She looks a little older than her 
28 years and her face sometime 
displays the effects of the daily 
pressure of working all day and 
being a mother and a father to 
the children at night 
She doesn't smile often and 
sometimes there are dark cir­ 
cles under her eyes. 
Her weekdays start at 6 a m 
Sometimes, she says, he lies 
still after silencing the harsh 
buzzer of the alarm clock and 
longs to remain in the security 
of sleep where things are quiet 
and problems are forgotten 
But she gets up, gets herself 
ready for work and then rides 
herd on her two children to 
make certain that they get 
ready for .school on time. 
By the time she went to awak­ 
en the children on a typical 
morning, Bryan already was out 
of bed. standing sleepy-eyed in 
the doorway of his bedriKim 
with his blond hair awry.

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Bay of Pigs Is Vivid Memory For Cuban Exiles

MIAMI (AP) — J uan J o se 
Peruy ero sat in his dusty , clut­ 
tered o ffice in a rundo wn sec­ 
tio n o f Miami where he o perates 
his auto mo bile paint and bo dy 
sho p. He reminisced, and lo o ked 
into the future. 
i will g o ag ain~all o f us 
will, so meday And nex t time 
we ll finish the jo b There’ll be 
no quitting o r ex cuses. We’re 
ready to fig ht ag ain to free o ur 
co untry .” 
U.S. Army Capt. (Ret.) Hug o 
Sueiro Rio s limped o ut and held 
the fro nt do o r o f his neat three- 
bedro o m ho me o pen fo r a v isi­ 
to r. He g rinned a g reeting , set­ 
tled do wn o n a so ft co uch and 
quietly to ld abo ut his recent 
past in So uth Vietnam, and his 
dreams fo r the future. 
“ Cuba is my life. I’v e nev er 
sto pped fig hting fo r it. It’s been 
a lo ng time, but the strug g le we 
started then co ntinues. We hav e 
a spirit o f unity that will prev ail 
—so o n.” 
To mas Cruz, a tall dig nified 
Neg ro who fig hts racial discrim­ 
inatio n as readily as he do es 
co mmunism, paced the flo o r 
and g estured emphatically . 
“ I am an o ptimist as well as a 
realist abo ut my ho meland,” he 
say s. 
“ The Nix o n administratio n 
has to act. So mething will hap­ 
pen so o n, po ssibly this y ear. 
And I am ready . . , ” 
★ ★ ★ 
Ten y ears ag o , these three 
displaced 
Cubans and 
so me 
1,500 o f their co untry men were 
in a Guatemalan training camp 
run by the American CIA. On 
April 17 , 19 61, they hit the 
beaches in the disastro us inv a­ 
sio n o f Cuba at the Bay o f Pig s. 
Tho se who weren’t killed were 
captured 
by 
Fidel 
Castro ’s 
tro o ps. They spent 20 mo nths o f 
co nfinement in fear, co nfusio n 
and bitterness. 
To day , these ranso med “ free­ 
do m 
fig hters” 
pursue 
their 
mo re pro saic v o catio ns, in ex ile. 
No w, they g o abo ut making a 
daily liv ing a d pro v iding fo r 
their families—as cab driv ers, 
acco untants, lawy ers, salesman, 
mechanics and fig hting men fo r 
the U.S. armed fo rces. 
They are part o f the mo re 
than half-millio n Cubans liv ing 
in ex ile in this co untry and else­ 
where. 
But these men are special, 
they say . They claim a unity 
that o ther ex iles o r refug ees do 
no t hav e. 
Their “ unify ing bo nd,” as 
Sueiro calls it, is the still activ e 
Assault Brig ade 2506. 
Sueiro was a y o uth o f 21 when 
he led the 2nd Infantry Battal­ 
io n o f Brig ade 2506 o nto Play a 
Giro n, the beach leading fro m 
Bahia de Co chino s, o r the Bay 
o f Pig s. 
To day , he has a plastic plate 
in his head and partial paraly sis 
o f the left side o f his bo dy as a 
result o f a Clay mo re mine ex ­ 
plo sio n in Vietnam. He serv ed 
with the 8 2nd Airbo rne Div isio n 
and was a lo g istics o fficer with 
the 25th Infantry Div isio n when 
wo unded. 
At 31, he is study ing acco unt­ 
ing at the Univ ersity o f Miami 
while suppo rting his wife and 
two children. 
Alo ng with mo re than 200 o f 
his co untry men, he jo ined the 
U.S. armed fo rces in March, 
19 63, fo llo wing the release o f all 
but nine Brig ade priso ners by 
the Castro reg ime. Castro de­ 
manded and g o t $53 millio n in 
American fo o d and medicines 
fo r their freedo m. 
“ We ex pected to return rapid­ 
ly to Cuba after the Special Offi­ 
cers Training Co urse in Ft. Ben- 
ning , Ga.,” say s Sueiro . 
“ We were badly mistaken. 
After President Kennedy was 
killed, there was a chang e in the 
po litical situatio n in this co untry 
and we were to ld ano ther inv a­ 
sio n o f the island was impo ssi­ 
ble. Many o f o ur peo ple g o t o ut 
o f the armed fo rces, may be 
half. But many o f us remained, 
o r returned after quitting .” 
Why ? 
“ I feel that besides fig hting 
co mmunism, I was keeping my ­ 
self ready fo r any po ssible re­ 
turn to Cuba in a fig hting capac­ 
ity .”

He say s many o f the Cuban 
o fficers in the U.S. Army , Nav y 
and Air Fo rce feel the same 
way . 
“ Naturally , many o f them 
hav e a career, g o o d rank, pres­ 
tig e and hav e put in a g o o d part 
o f their liv es as fig hting men fo r 
the United States fo rces,” say s 
the shy , mild-mannered Sueiro . 
“ But I feel sure that g iv en the 
o ppo rtunity , the majo rity wo uld 
dro p ev ery thing , leav e their po ­ 
sitio ns and families and return 
to fig ht in Cuba . . . I kno w all 
my friends in the Army feel this 
way . At heart, that’s what we 
all want—an o ppo rtunity ” 
He say s the Brig ade was 
fo rmed “ o f all kinds o f peo ple— 
students, fo rmer army perso n- 
, nel with Batista o r Castro , co l­ 
leg e g raduates and peasants, la­ 
bo rers—all with different po liti­ 
cal beliefs and ideas. 
“ But Fidel Castro achiev ed 
o ne thing fo r us. He made it 
po ssible fo r Brig adistas to be­ 
co me unified. This spirit o f uni­ 
ty co ntinues to ex ist amo ng the 
men o f the Brig ade, be they 
dedicated family men tens o f 
tho usands o f miles away , o r 
here in CH-dinary jo bs. 
“ Their thinking is here, at the 
center o f activ ity , the Brig ade.” 
Assault Brig ade 2506 ex ists no t 
o nly in the ‘minds o f men such 
as Sueiro , but as a phy sical 
being in a seco nd-flo o r walkup 
abo v e a pho to g rapher’s studio

It is an “ asso ciatio n” no w,

Still activ e are its leaders, 
then and no w, J o se Perez San 
Ro man, Manuel Artime, Per­ 
uy ero and o thers.

learned his trade in Castro ’s 
priso ns.

Manuel Artime, perhaps the 
mo st familiar name amo ng all 
the Bay o f Pig s perso nalities, is 
to day a man o f so me my stery in 
Miami. 
Artime was the civ ilian “ po lit­ 
ical chief,” who repo rtedly ar­ 
rang ed fo r CIA spo nso rship and 
recruiting fo r the Brig ade. He 
was the liaiso n between the uni­ 
fo rmed fig hting men and their 
Cuban ex ile po litical backers 
and CIA leaders. 


To day , he is o wner o f a Miami 
sto re called Mo n Petit, which 
sells 
baby 
furniture,

clo thes and no tio ns. But he rare­ 
ly is in to wn, spending much o f 
his time shuttling back and 
fo rth between Central America, 
Mex ico and Miami.

Artime declines interv iews, as 
do es Perez San Ro man, the Bri­ 
g ade’s fig hting leader at the 
Bay o f Pig s. “ Pepe ” Perez San 
Ro man, no w 40. is wo rking in 
Miami fo r a trucking firm. 
His seco nd-in-co mmand, the 
widely respected Erneido Oliv a, 
is an o fficial in the Office o f 
Spanish-speaking Relatio ns in 
the District o f Co lumbia g o v ern­ 
ment in Washing to n. 
Oliv a serv ed fo r sev eral y ears 
as a captain with the 8 2nd Air­ 
bo rne at Ft. Brag g , N.C., alo ng 
with Sueiro . 
Cruz, 40. a salesman-co llecto r 
fo r a ho me pro ducts firm in Mi­ 
ami, was co mmander o f a para­ 
chute co mpany in the 19 61 as­ 
sault. His co lleag ues ho ld him in 
hig h reg ard fo r a face-to -face 
enco unter with the bearded Cas­ 
tro while they were priso ners. 
During the telev ised sho w 
trials in which the inv aders 
were sentenced to 30-y ear pris­

mier sing led o ut the lanky Ne­ 
g ro and asked; 

As 
a black man, do n’t y o u kno w 
that we hav e wiped o ut discrim­ 
inatio n in this co untry ? Yo u can 
g o any where, swim at any o f 
the clubs, do what y o u want ” 
Cruz reto rted: “ I didn’t co me 
here to g o swimming . I came to 
free my co untry fro m co mmu­ 
nism.” 


Cruz serv ed as a 2nd lieuten­ 
ant in the U.S. Army fo llo wing 
his release fro m the Isle o f 
Pines priso n. He resig ned after 
it became clear he and his fel­ 
lo w Cuban o fficers wo uld no t be 
used ag ain in actio n ag ainst 
Castro . 
He is president o f the Spanish 
Baptist Bro therho o d in so uth­ 
west Miami and activ e in the 
church, which he pro udly say s 
is 9 5 per cent white. 
Anto nio Go nzalez, an adv ertis­ 
ing salesman fo r telev isio n sta­

Mills delivered to 
the same audience his strongest 
attack to date on the plan. 
"Som e said I changed their 
minds," he said. 
Agnew spoke to the North 
C a r in a legislature In Raleigh 
May 16. Mills will appear there 
Thursday. 
Agnew addressed the Illinois 
leghmtuie May II and was in 


New Orleans March 17 Mills 
will be in Illinois May 26. An 
invitation for him to address 
the Louisiana legislature is in 
the works.
